•WASHINGTON; Jan. 24.—Disquiet- 


ing advices from Manila have reached 
the War Department. It is understood 
'that Gen. Otis reports an expectation 
on Ma part "that the Insurgents. are 
about to force an issue and if this 
Should be so, *he result cannot tbe fore- 
seen. Manila is regarded as the danger 
point just now. 


It is felt here that) the Administra- 


tion cannot with dignity countenance 
for a. much longer period the condition 
of affairs at Hollo and Manila. The 
Filipinos have thrust aside every 
friendly offer and have .taken advant- 
age of 'the 'kindness shown them. It is 
t&ougiht that orders will soon go to 
Manila to have the Hollo expedition 
landed or withdrawn as an epidemic 
of disease is threatened among the 
men from, confinement on transports. 
The administration is keenly disap- 
pointed at the opposition to the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty.

PUZZLES 


Senator Cullom Makes a Plea for 


Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 24.—The sup- 


porters in the Senate of the bHl for the 
government of the Hawaiian Islands 
as a territory of the TJnd-ted States are 
growing anxious over .the prospect. In 
view of lie crowded condition of tihe 
calendar and the apparent indifference 
toward Hawaiian legislation ithey~-jx- 
press bhe fear that th« Mil may not re- 
ceive attention before adjournment 
and they say if it does not there, will 
be a .perplexing condition of affairs in 
the Islands, which became a part "of 
fcbe Union by the adoption of the Netf- 
lands resolution in July -last. 
The decision of the Supreme Count 


o? Hawaii in the matter of the landing 
of Chinese immigrants in the Islands 
is tihe immediate cause of the present 
apprehension. It deals not only with 
the landing of Chinese in Hawaii, but 
Incidentally Jays down the doctrine 
that ft is, as a court, without Jurisdic- 
tion in construing laws of the United 
States aeaHmg with flOier tihan.'ihe 
Chinese immigration <piestion. 
-v»'.:,„«• 


•Discussing'this phase of the Hawaii- 


an question Senator Cullom said today 
that the decision left #he people of the 
Islands In .a most unsatisfactory predic- 
ament. "They do not 'know where they 
stand," he said, "nor what to depend 
on in the enforcement of the law.' 
Continuing Senator Cullom said he 
would call up tbe Hawaiian bill as soon 
as there seemed any possibility o£ get- 
ting consideration. 


Inquiry develops the fact that there 


would be opposition to the Hawaiian 
bill in its present shape, and some 
Senators hesitated to act in this mat- 
ter until there are further develop- 
ments with reference to Cuba, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines. There is a 
feeling among Senators of this clast 
that any legislation In the interests of 
Hawaii will be taken as precedent for 
the other islands, and that hence the 
Hawaiian question should be postponed 
until the legislation for all the new ac- 
quisitions can be considered together. 


TREATY 'ARGUMENT. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Two not- 


able speeches were delivered in the 
Senate to-day, one by Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts and the other by Clay of Ge- 
orgia, While the two Senators differed 
dtemetically as to the policy of ex- 
pansion, upon which they dwelt, both 
are in favor of the immediate ratifica- 
tion of the pending .peace treaty. They 
contend that, once the treaty is rati- 
fied, Congress win have full power to 
deal with conditions respecting the ter- 
ritory acquired during the war with 
Spain, and not before. Lodge particu- 
larly argued for" a formal declaration 
of peace, which could be had onlv by 
the ratification of the treaty. 


MINORITY REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The ma- 


jority report on the Hawaiian bill was 
filed to-day by Chairman Knox of the 
House commttee on territories, with 
the 'bill as changed in the committee 
The changes have already been point- 
ed oat and do not vary from tbe es- 
sential features of the measure subsnit- 
ted by the Hawaiian commission.

Nothing 
more clearly reveals the true character 
of an individual than the manner of 
treating tried and true friends. The 
Washington Star bars received copies 
of a pamphlet just published in Hono- 
lulu which clearly prove that Mrs. 
Dominis, in tbe course of her recently 
published book, "Hawaii's Story by 
Hawaii's Queen," deliberately sought 
to discredit at least one of those who 
had stood true to her cause fluring the 
days when she was seeking a restor- 
ation to the throne. 


COMPLETING RECORD. 


The greater interest attaches to this 


pamphlet because it gives an accurate 
account of a transaction which has 
tnus far been only imperfectly under- 
stood. It reproduces correspondence, 
which has until now never been pub- 
lished, and is therefore important as 
a connecting link in this record. 


Judge H. A. Widemann of Honolulu, 


to whom the correspondence refers, 
has passed a long lifetime la Hawaii, 
has the very highest standing in the 
community and enjoys the respect of 
both Ms' friends and those politically 
opposed to him. He has always been 
an ardent friend of the monarchy and 
strove for its retention and its restor- 
ation. He devoted much time and en- 
ergy to the interests of tbe ex-queen 
after -her dethronement, and received 
in return for his services in this un- 
fortunate cause only contemptuous and 
alighting allusions in her book, al- 
ready mentioned, accompanied by po- 
sitive mlsstatements of fact. It is feH 
in Honolulu that if there is any -man 
living—perhaps excepting es-President 
Cleveland—who deserves tbe gratitude 
of Mrs. Dominis, it is Judge Wide- 
mann. Tbe correspondence, which in 
its printed form is accompanied by af- 
fidavits of authenticity, fully explains 
its own nature, and Js as follows:

COMMISSIONERS IN WASHINGTON 


"•Upon our arrival in Washington 1 


at once called on the Secretary of State 
to inform him that we had arrived, 
and asked for an interview with tihe 
President. Mr. Gresham asked me to 
address 'him in writing, stating tie 
purpose of our mission. I did address 
him, 
and enclose copy of my note to 


Mm. After waiting some time Mr. 
Gresham informed us that Che Presi- 
dent would receive us at 3 p. m. on 
August 15, 1894. At 2:30 p. m. that 
day'Mr, Gresham called upon us, hand- 
ing us a letter from the President, and 
stating tihat the President was taken 
HI.

He was gone 
about three months, arid again return- 
ed with only a verbal statement to the 
effect that, while on nis way to Eng- 
land, he had heard that that nation 
was sending a message of recognition 
to the Republic of Hawaii. He con- 
tinued on his journey as far as Ger- 
many, where be reported that the min- 
ister to whom he meant to present 
the statement of bur side of the case 
was absent from the country on a tour 
of business or pleasure. 
So Judge 


Widemann returned without any fa- 
vorable results.' 
.''I was not then and I am not now 


aware that the merchants of Hono- 
lulu had anything to do with this mis- 
sion of mine. Certain it is I left on 
•the 12th or loth of September to go to 
France. England. Germany, Portuga' 
and Japan. Before leaving here the 
French commissioner, Mr. Verleye, in- 
formed me that ~the French govern- 
ment had recognized this republic, so 
I did not go to Paris, but went straight 
to London. Upon arrival there I ad- 
dressed a letter to Lord Kimberley 
asking for an interview, copy of which 
letter is enclosed. After a short delay 
I received a letter from the foreign 
office declining to see me. Upon receipt 
of this I crossed over to Germany, 
and lo! on the morning after my ar- 
rival the papers announced the recog- 
nition of tbria republic by the German 
empire. France, England and Germany 
failing, it was useless to visit Portugal 
and Japan. Immediately upon my re- 
turn home 'I reported to you the above 
and banded to you Lord Kimberley's 
letter.

The demurrer filed by the defend- 


ants In the Injunction suit of <J. 3. H«T- 
ris et ai. va fit 'Rev. Alfred WHO*. 
Bishop of Honolulu, was argued yes- 
terday before Judge Perry. The de- 
murrer sets forth, that 'the matter is one 
for ecclesiastical tribunals to pass up- 
on rather than a civil court The bill 
otinjunction, as was stated at the time 
of its filing, contains a petition to re- 
strain Bishop Willis from revoking the 
license of the Rev. Alexander Mackin- 
tosh, pastor of the second Fingltoh 
speaking congregation at St. Andrew's 
Cathedral and further ^sets forth ttot 
by written contract, the doors of *b» 
church cannot be closed to this congre- 
gation. If the demurrer is sustained 
the -whole matter is thrown out of 
court and the decision of the dumb 
auithorities will be final. In other 
words .the crucial point in> the suit is 
readied. 


•Mr. McClanahan, junior counsel lor 
the .petitioners, began the debate yes- 
terday afternoon, ilr. McOlanatam 
contended that the defendant was about 
to revoke Che license of 'the minister ot 
the second English speaking, congrega- 
tion of St. Andrew's Cathedral, and far- 
ther, that the Bishop refuses to license 
any other. That act, he said, would 
take the life from the congregation, it 
was as necessary -to -have a minister 
as to (have a building in which to meet. 
The two could mot be separated. Now 
the congregation, 'he claimed, had a 
right to the building ;by contract, a 
contract every obligation of which tile 
congregation: had fulfilled. Why should 
the court support what was a mere 
whim of the Bishop? All that the pe- 
titioners were seeking was the enforce- 
ment of that contract. It made no dif- 
ference whether the signers of 1!he con- 
tract were dead or alive so far as its 
present validity was concerned. It 
is now in force and -will remain in 
"fo^SBTrfbr' all time"ly "Its7 own.' declara- 
tion and confer the same privileges up- 
on all the 'members of the second con- 
gregation, whether they were the sign- 
ers of the contract or not 


•Mr. Hatch, senior counsel for the pe- 


titioners, continued the debate. The 
body of the second English speaking 
congregation was formally organized 
by an instrument of writing. He con- 
tended, that it was not a matter for an 
ecclesiastical court, because the rights 
and privileges were granted to an Ha- 
waiian corporation. Legally it was dis- 
tinct from the English church and was 
a Hawaiian creation. The defendant 
had entered into this contract. He is 
about to violate that which involves 
property rights. The right to occupy a 
church was not an ecclesiastical right, 
he contended, if the right is given In a 
written instrument. It then becomes a 
question of landlord and tenant 


If this congregation has any rlgtete 


at all, it has the right to bold 
meetings. How can this right be vio- 
lated? First, by closing the doors of 
the church. Second, by revoking the 
license of the minister. 


Judge Perry—"Do you contend that 


the Bishop has not the right to remove 
a minister, or revoke his license?" 


Ans. "He may under certain con- 


ditions have that right, but here she 
has not, for 'he declares that he will 
appoint no other one in his place and 
thus violates what is by contract a legal 
right. This is not a question of cnurd* 
law, belief or doctrine, but an action, of 
property." 


Mr. Hartwell briefly replied to the 


contentions of the counsel for the pe- 
titioners. He maintained that this was 
an ecclesiastical question. Ecclesias- 
tical law. he said, is a part of tie com- 
mon law of England, •but it cannot be 
imported -here nor can any other for- 
eign law.

One of the earliest blessings of our 


civilization to 'be extended to Hawaii 
is an attempt to harry the Chinese. A 
clause in the Joint resolution annexing 
the Islands provided that "there shall 
be no further immigration of Chinese 
nto the Hawaiian Islands except upon 
such condition* as ore mow or may 
hereafter be allowed toy the laws of the 
United States." Acting under *his, «he 
United States inspector of Chinese in 
Honolulu caused the arrest of a party 
of Chinese residents of Hawaii return* 
ng from a visit to OMna. Some of 
them are men of property, and all bad 
originally oome to Hawaii under the 
xeaty wttih that ooumtry allowing a re- 
stricted immigration. Their counsel 
sued for a writ of habeas corpus before 
the Hawaiian Supreme Court, and Chief 
tistice judd granted It and ordered the 
discharge of the Chinese. He held Chat 
he act of Congress of July 7, 1896, ddd 
indeed repeal ipso facto all the Ha- 
waiian legislation relating to tlhe OMn- 
ese as respects future immigratiQn. Brit 
he was (resolute in maintaining that 
the law could not (have a. retrospective 
ffect; that It could not destroy the va- 
Idity of permits Issued before its date 
of enactment. The Chief Justice, in 
fact, paid a high, unless It was a ear- 
astic, tribute to the humane inten- 
tions of the American Congress in its 
egislation concerning the Chinese. He 
held, against the arguments «f learned 
counsel,.that such an "obvious injus- 
tice," such a clear case of "oppression," 


would be Involved In deporting 


these Chinese residents could never 
have been Intended by Congress. Mr. 
ustice Judd will learn more of Con- 
gress, In tihia and other-capacities; but 
t is at least gratifying to know that 
he power of declaring the law to Ha- 
waii is still in the hands of so humane 
a mam as he, and that foe was able to 
frustrate this particularly mean effort 
TO persecute.

Thirteen People Lost-Schooner 


Drifted From North-Was Bound 


Home From Shanghai. 


(Prom. Wednesday's Daily.) 


The derelict discovered off the Ko- 


ijala coast of Hawaii baa been found 
to be the lour-masted schooner Nomad 
This aewe was ibrought to the city yes- 
terday by the Mauna Loa.

Just previous to the departure of the 


Mauna Loa from. Kailua yesterday 
morning Purser M. M. Tuft got into 
telephonic communication with the 
authorities at Hilo. He was informed 
that an investigation, of the wreck had 
revealed the name of the schooner to 
be the Nomad, He was also told that 
am American flag bad been recovered 
and that a donkey engine waa still 
fastened to the wreck. This latter 
news, however, was /brought to the city 
by the Klmao Saturday night. 


An investigation of the shipping 
records dhows Chat 'the American 
schooner Nomad, McAllep master, has 
been reported missing for the last ten 
months. 


Tfhe schooner left Shanghai, China, 


about fifteen months ago for Puget 
Sound. She waa without a cargo, car- 
rying rook as ballast. 
There were on board of -tine schooner 


when she left the Chinese waters, 
Capt. McAllep, Ma daughter and three 
sons and eight men in the crew. None 
of the 'Nomad's human freight has ever 
turned up, excepting the headless and 
footless body of a man, -which, was 
washed ashore on the Kdhala Coast. 


The Nomad was a spick and span 


echooner, just off the dry dock, <wihen 
Capt. McAllep took command of her in 
San .Prancdsco a Tittle less than two 
years- ego. She was of American bulM 
and was owned by Hall Brotihere, ship 
builders of Port BlaJfceley. The Nomad 
carried four masts and was in the same 
class as the Alice Cooke and Aloha, 
which call alt this port

Capt. McAllep sailed for .the Pugei 
Sound, where he took on a cargo of

be 'known. Capt Campbell of the Inter 
Island Steamship Company, ibelieves 
that the Nomad was wrecked off the 
northern American coast nine or ten 
months ago. About that time 
wrecked schooner was seen in that lo- 
cality, bottom side up, which was salt 
to be about the dimensions of the No- 
anad. 


It Is Capft. Campbell's opinion ti 
the wreck has been, drifting towan 
Hawaii since Its first discovery, am 
that it was finally held fast by the 
recks off the Kohala coast. Capt 
Campbell spoke of the drifting of 
buoy from the Puget Sound waters tc 
Kauad several years ago. This buoy 
-was brought to Honolulu and Is now in 
use. 


"After reading Mr. Charles J. Falk' 


interview In this morning'a Advertis 
er," saw Capt Campbell, "In which be 
stated that the wreck was some other 
schooner than the Emma Claudma, for 
the reason that a donkey engine was 
fastened to the ruins, I became satis- 
fied that the onystery would be cleared 
up by finding that tihe ruins were those 
of the schooner Nomad. Consequently 
I was not surprised <when the Mauna 
Loa brought the news this afternoon. 
Capt Campbell had lodged his conjee 
ture 'before the news arrived. 


The Nomad has never been in this 
port Capt. McAllep has never been in 
Hawaii. He is known, to several of the 
skdppers now In port. They all speak 
in highest terms of the missing cap 
tain, end state that he was a good sea 
man with many years of experience,

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 18.—The Press has just concluded an 


investigation of the dismantled workshop of John W. Keely, the 
motor man. The Investigators were assisted by Professor Herring, 
a consulting electrical engineer of wide experience; Professor Ar- 
thur W. Goodspeed, assistant professor of physics of the University 
of Pennsylvania; Professor Leighter Witmer, professor of experi- 
mental psychology at the University of Pennsylvania, and Dr. M. 
S. Miller. In addition to these gentlemen Clarence 'B. Moore, son of 
Mrs. 
Bloomfleld Moore, and Mr. Coleman Sellers, Jr., took part In 


the examination of the flooring on Tuesday afternoon, when the 
most important find of all was made. 


Every bit of flooring was ripped up and every nook and cranny 


explored! under the flooring and under the walls. The results show 
that communication between the upper and lower rooms of the fam- 
ous laboratory was easy, and was apparently one of the conditions 
under which the experiments were carried on. In a nutshell, the dis- 
covery of tubing under the floor of the main exhibition! room and 
the brick partition wall between the exhibition rooms, in connec- 
tion with the possible use of the great steel sphere as a reservoir 
for <jompressed air, or compressed gases, has convinced all the in- 
vestigators that this was not only the possible but probable agency 
that moved the Keely motor. 
The tubing is of the kind calculated to stand high pressure, and 


the amount of it found and the1 position of tine few pieces in place is 
held by the investigators to go a long way toward solving the sec- 
rets of the famous laboratory. 


Oolemati Sellers said today: "After seeing the tubing in place 


under the floor of the Keely laboratory. I am inclined to the opinion 
that the inventor employed compressed air in his experiments. 
The size of the bore of the tubes indicates that they were intended 
to carry high pressure. It is Impossible to see the tubes under the 
floor and believe in the inventors' sincerity. He could have had no 
honest object in creating them."

SEARCH FOE TREASURE. 


Within a recent period—about twenty 


years ago—a capable but credulous man 
after obtaining what be designated ai 
inside information.^declared 'his belief 
that Capt. Kidd had 'buried a vast 
•mount of treasure in a box, which 
laid at the (bottom of the Hudson 
river at a spot two miles above West 
Point. He organized a company, ana 
among the subscribers to the stock 
were a number of business men, and 
small traders. He did not ask for large 
subscriptions, but suggested that a 
•small investment would not ruin the 
Investor if the scheme failed, and if. 
it succeeded, the returns might be enor- 
mous. He obtained the sum of $60,000. 
The river was dragged by machinery 
especially constructed for the purpose, 
and divers were employed to walk the 
bottom of the river. 
Many months 


-were spent in searching for the treas- 
ore. but nothing but old junk was 
brought up. The promoter of the 
coheme 'had an abiding faith that the 
treasure was in existence. He employ- 
ed fortune tellers, astrologers, and 
clairvoyants. Not one of them told him 
that the treasure did not exist. All de- 
clared that it did. One noted cairvoy- 
ant, on receiving an extra lee, under- 
took to visit lie right spot, and point 
it out. But he, having received his 
fee In advance, got drunk while in the 
boat inspecting the river, and told the 
promoter tihat if the gold was discov- 
ered, it would belong to the-people 
irtiom Capt Kidd had robbed. This 
comment resulted in a fight, and the 
clairvoyant swam ashore. After ta« 
money of the Capt Kidd syndicat* 
iras spent, n£arly all of the investors 
declined to admit tliat they had any 
interest in the undertaking

He shows that several States atone can 
supply England for the next thirty 
years. Indiana cam do so, without diffi- 
culty. So could Oktehama, the Indian 
territory, Virginia, Kansas, Tennessee 
and Kentucky. 


In 1898 a crop of 190,000,000 b»»h*« 


xA Wheat, which is enough to suppiy 
the British demand, was grown on 
one-eighth the land of only three 
States. Iowa alone can raise 400,000,- 
000 bushels of grain. 


It is not very creditable to the in- 


vestigating capacity of science, when 
the President of the most learned body 
of men in the world goes utterly wrong 
on his figures. 


The scientist is under the strongest 


obligation to Tie accurate. He is him- 
self the standing critic of loose state- 
ments. He invites the confidence of 
the public in the truth of his re- 
searches. 


As a rule the scientists are correct 


in their statement of facts, but are 
liable to grave errors in their theories 
based upon facts. 


In this case a. man noted for his 


careful research frightened the British 
ipu-blic by predicting a partial starva- 
tion of the world in about thirty years. 
He made the prediction without, it 
Beams, securing the abundant data 
that -the Agricultural Department in 
Washington would "have gladly fur- 
nished him. 


When the President of the renowned 
rltieh Association for Advancement of 


Science makes a blunder—a stupendous 
blonder—it dtecredita wtth the people 
all scientific Investigation. The effect 
of this error will be greater caution 
tn the future In bhe statement of facts.

contact with President McKinley, pub- 
lishes this very important piece of 
news. "The Times-Herald is m a po- 
sition to state that Admiral Dewey is 
opposed to the United States annexing 
the Philippines. As the head of the 
commission Admiral Dewey will have 
an opportunity to formulate the alter- 
native policy of the United States."

As a Con- 
stitutional adviser of Congress, the 
President may advance theories of his 
own, but lie has already declared his 
intention to carry oat the will of the 
nation, if lie can find it out He It 
limited, he believes, to advising Con- 
gress what, in his opinion, is the will 
of the nation. The strong opposKlOT of

If ,one could penetrate the wall* of 


bhe White House, and listen to the 
debates in President McKinley's Cab- 
inet, he would hear little said about 
expansion, or Imperialism or tihe glory 
of the Flag, but he would/ hear the 
President and his advisers discussing 
the vital subject of reconciliation and 
amity with the Filipinos. The policy 
of bhe President forbids forcible sub- 
jugation, He recognizes the absurdity 
of killing people of another race, in 
order to make them behave themselves; 
He hesitates to Imitate the British po- 
licy of using force to compel order, 
among an alien people, even if Justice 
follows with swift step. 


The situation i«- extremely critical, 


and it Ifl mot surprising that the Presi- 
dent told Gea. Whittier that he "had 
been walking the floor at night for 
three months" tn contriving a way to 
solve the serious problems without- 
firing a gun. 


The Filipinos, it must be admitted, 


have abundant reason to suspect the 
good faith of the President, because 
the American policy toward weaker 
races has not, in the .past, been noted 
tor its wisdom or generosity. 


In spite of the inconsiderate talk of 


the selfish expansionists, the policy of 
the President will be one almost en- 
tirely in the interests of the Filipinos. 
But to convince them that a powerful 
nation proposes to treat them justly, 
kindly and even make some sacrifices 
in order to educate them in the prin- 
ciples and practice of self government:, 
Is an undertakdug that requires great 
tact, a clear knowledge of the instincts 
and habus of those ignorant people. 
The occasion is one that calls for a 
"great man." Success In getting the 
confidence of -the Filipinos, and in 
swinging them into harmonious action 
| with the President's policy can on'.y 
be secured by patience, knowledge and 
the possession of an equable temper. 
Who is the man that will during the 
next few months become the conspicu- 
ous reconciler of these antagonisms? 
One may pause and watch with pro- 
found interest for the appearance of 
the man of the hour. As the adjust- 
ment of these jarring relations must 
be made by personal contact, the Pres- 
ident must designate the person who 
may make a luminous chapter in Am- 
erican history or, on Bhe other hand, 
fill a page of history with the record 
of failure. 


Naturally, looking towards this land 


of Malays, one recalls the singular suc- 
cess of the Rajah Brooke in dealing 
with the people of North Borneo; his 
patience, his tact, and his remarkable 
gift of personal force in winning their 
confidence. Hen of like character are 
not uncommon in America. But Dem-' 
ocraoy does not urge such men to the 
front, because they are not partisans. 


In dealing with the Filipinos, b« 


who acquires their confidence, must be 
a plenipotentiary, and 'be commission- 
ed with power to promise and execute. 
There is danger of his being handi- 
capped by Congress whose supreme 
power goes rough shod over so many 
affairs. But the very serious nature 
of the crisis may induce that body to 
permit wisdom in dealing with these 
millions of heathen. 


The cry has already gone from Ma- 


nila to Washington; "send us a states- 
man!" How shall he be found? Lin- 
coln wanted a general for his great 
army of the Potomac. But enormous 
treasure and human life were wasted, 
before he found the man. At last he 
found him. What will be the history, | 
during the next few months, of our 
efforts to aid the Filipinos? 


H" who counts on the gratitude of 


these 'people to the United States, for 
expelling the Spaniards, does not ap- 
preciate the workings of ignorant 
minds. 
The average Filipino does 


not admit that he la under the least 
obligation to the United States, and 
considers himself as competent as any 
American to take care of his oyn po- 
UticaJ condition. Aguinaldo and his 
friends take it as a piece of impudence 
for the Americans to put on airs and 
ta.k about their superior wisdom -in 
governing men.

THOSE BIG BIRDS 


Iifbiata on Ostrich Famine 


A REQUEST FROM WASHINGTON 


Letter Came to Chas. M. Cook*. 


Answer Made by Mr. Turner. 


A Disease Found. 


. A specialist tn charge of one of the 
bureaus of .the department of agricul- 
ture at Washington, has written to 
Chaa M. Cooke for full information on 
the ostrich, farming experiments in 
these islands. 'Mir. Turner, for some 
time manager of the ostrich comnany, 
has replied and says: 


Honolulu, H. I., Jan. 26,1899. 


Mr. T. S. Palmer, Washington, D. C. 


Bear Sir:—Having been interested 


wtbh Mr. Chas. M. Cooke in his "os- 
trich venture" during wihich time I had 
charge of the birds, he handed me your 
letter, written some time ago, and 
asked me to reply to it. 


I lave not now any data at hand 


from "which to get exact dates, but can 
give you from memory sufficient infor- 
mation to enable you to judge fairly in 
preparing your report. I am glad to 
ibe afforded the opportunity to give my 
Views on this subject, as I fear that a 
mere history of the "ostrich business" 
would result in your reporting it an- 
other failure, due to uncongenial cli- 
mate and soil 


Although lihese birds have failed to 


thrive ihere, I thing that the various 
difficulties attending our 
efforts 
to 


raise them can justly be attributed to 
a disease with which, in my opinion, 
th* birds were infected when they were 
brought here—a, disease which can ex- 
ist In tohe birds when they appear to be 
perfectly healthy—but under the slight- 
est unfavorable condition will soon, 
cause fatality. The true cause was not 
known for several years—not until the 
majority of them were reduced to a 
degenerate lot unfit to redeem. I say 
this because of so many dying that in 
mating them they yielded to the temp- 
tation of inbreeding and each time in- 
herited die weakness that disease had 
produced, so that for the -last three 
years "their eggs ihave failed to hatcli 
with the best endeavors that could be 
applied, so that even if the inherited 
weakness did not cause the unfertility 
of tie eggs, there Is only one- other 
cause that could enter into the question 
—,feeding too.WgWy of "grain—and thia 
high feeding became absolutely neces- 
sary to prevent fatality, for whenever 
the birds were in the least reduced 
they were simply devoured by the dis- 
ease. I was first to discover that these 
(birds had this disease and afterwards 
learned that it was prevalent in South 
Africa among ostriches, but no other 
animals or birds. Therefore I have 
good reason to claim that that it was 
not •contracted in this country, but was 
imported with the birds. If I am right 
in this conclusion, the chances for suc- 
cessful ostrich farming in Hawaii are 
yet very good. Our climate is excel- 
lent, with much natural food, and the 
ostrich is capable of enduring severe 
conditions it beaibhy. 
A< brief sketch 


of our experience and I will leave It 
with you to judge whether or not I am 
right: 
In 1890, or thereabouts, Dr. Trous- 


sean brought two pairs of full grown 
birds from California, one of which (a 
male) was said to 'have been originally 
shipped from South Africa. A( short 
time after they arrived one of them 
died. Dr. Trousseu immediately sent 
for another one—thifi five in number, 
being all that were ever shipped to this 
couttfry. They were placed in an en- 
closure near the well known pleasure 
resort of Walkiki, and soon began to 
•breed, but their young were very dif- 
ficult to raise—gradually dying at dif- 
ferent ages until there were not more 
than 10 per cent of them, matured. 
Frequent examinations were.made and 
they were found to be dying from an 
"inflamed stomach," and, as a few 
mails or pieces of brass cartridge shells 
were generally found in their stomachs, 
these were said to be the cause of 
death. Both incubators and the nat- 
ural way were used 3n hatching, the 
latter being more successful. They 
were fed corn, sorghum, alfalfa and 
cabbage. 


They had, however, in March '95, 


brought the number up to thirty-four, 
three pairs of which were breeding 
birds. At this 'time C. M. Cooke pur- 
chased them, and together with some 
other gentlemen- of Honolulu, formed 
a etoct company end decided to move 
the ostriches to 6he island of Kanai, 
aboot 100 mik» from Honolulu. We 
bad what seemed an ideal place there, 
bat the fatality amongst the birds be- 
came more frequent and we tost about 
60 pw cent of them within three 
month*.' As usual there was found up- 
on examinfction mine rubbish, sadi as 
pieces of nails, glass, etc., in their 
stomachs, but after all tfoe nails were 
erhaoBted. they still continued to die 
with the earn* symptom*. I then pro- 
cured a strong magnifying glass, under 
wink* I placed a small piece of the "in- 
fiamed stomach," and learned that thpy 
•wier* being devoured by a small red 
parasite In the abape of a worm, yet 
so small that I thin* there were fully 
fifty on a piece much less than half 
tir* site of a small pea. Describing tfce 
disease. I then made inquiry of an "os- 
trich farmer" tn Cape Colony, who 
prescribed carbolic *d<l as a remedy. 1 
found this o< very little tiw*. as It 
Wltea oftoner t1*an it cured. Finally. 
fcoirevw, I stopped tttan from dying by 
changing their food, toedtaff them 
nettling but vaceataot freen food, witb

tea. abundance of (rain, still they, were 
never-eared of -the -disease. • Some ' of 
them were fat and' seemed 
heattjiy, 


but I have known a fine fat bird to eat 
a large quantity of sorghum, which la 
hard to digest, and within forty-eight 
hours succumb to the attack of the 
parasite, the whole alimentary canal 
being_lnfected with millions of them. 
The breeding 'birds laid a great many 
egga, but we were unable to hatch them 
by any method that could be employed. 
The cause of this 1 do not know, but 
never came to any other conclusion 
than that: The disease, then the rn- 
breedrng, which together with the 
weakness inherited left a degenerate 
stock. Perhaps the feeding of 'the 
grain too heavily might have played 
some part In it, but <t*J.s I doubt. 
There are a (few, penhaps a dozen os- 
triches, on the Island, but I think they 
are too heavily burdened to have any 
value as survivals of the fittest. 


We made but one shipment of feabh- 


era, which were pronounced second rate 
in quality, however, a few of our birds 
had as fine feathers as could> be got- 
ten anywhere. A few were sold In the 
local markets at a good figure.

asite as ft appeared under the micro- 
scope, -which please return 'by mail.

Decisions Made By Judge Perry. 


Ownership Most Important 


Point at Issue, 


Judge iPerry yesterday filed decisions 


on the motions to quash answers to 
the (numerous 'petitions recently filed 
for writs of mandamus against Col- 
lector General McStocker compelling 
him to issue papers of registration for 
various foreign vessels. 


The Judge rules that the application 


being signed by counsel and the affi- 
davits of the owner being sworn to in 
Seattle instead of Honolulu, in re ship 
"Euterpe," are sufficient according to 
Hawaiian law; that it is immaterial 
whether or not the (Minister of Finance 
has directed the respondent to issue 
a register; that it is the duty of the 
Collector General alone to issue reg- 
isters. He further states that it is not 
a pre-requisite to the registry of the 
vessel that the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs communicate to the Collector 
General of Customs the reply of an 
accredited representative or consul of 
the nation to which the vessel former- 
ly belonged, as to Che existence of an 
impediment. The respondent's denial 
on "intormatlon and belief that pe- 
titioner does not wholly own the ves- 
sel was declared sufficient and raises 
an issue of fact which must be passed 
upon by the Court On the last ground 
the motion to quash was overruled. 
This registration was applied for by 
Lincoln D. Spencer. 


In re "Star of Russia," the motion 


to quash answer was overruled for 
reasons stated in the decision in re 
'Euterpe." 
Motion to quash m re 


bark "Willscott" was overruled for the 
same reasons where they applied. 


Marshal Brown's motion to quash 


answer in re his ship "Falls of Clyde" 
was sustained for the reason that the 
allegations that the ship was not 
wholly owned by the petitioner were 
noc positive and direct, therefore they 
were insufficient. 


Under the statutes of Hawaii, Judge 


Perry held, that it was necessary for 
a v<»ssel to be v.^thin the jurisdiction 
of these Islands in order that the own- 
r may obtain a certificate of registrv. 
The "Star of France" Js on the high 
seas, therefore that was considered suf- 
ficient excuse for non-performance and 
he motion to qirssh answer was over- 
Tied.

Over Chllcott Pass-A Serious 


Ducking In the Yukon—En- 


durance Required. 


(From Tbnr»d»)'s Dallj.) 


C. I. Helm, ol Da-wson City, N. W. T. 


arrived in Honolulu by the Mariposa 
yesterday morning lor a two -weeks' 
visit, -when >h« will return to the frozen 
North. Urgent busineBS necessitatied 
a trip back" to civilisation and after six 
days in the States Mr. Helm concluded 
to make a call on relatives in this city, 
and incidentally to thaw out. 
Seven hundred mllea on foot over 


snow and ice, 5,000 miles principally b> 
teamahip, all in forty-three days actual 
travel, is not a bad record. This he 
did.Leaving Da-wson City December 10 
Mr. Helm went up <the Yukon river, 
crossed the Chilcoot pass and 
from 


there traveled down to Skaguay on 
foot. It was cold, bitter cold—60 be- 
low zero at the least. Walking, one 
H-ould freeze, so that it was necessary 
to run all day. 
Forty miles a day was the average 


run. 
Sixty-six miles were made one 


day. Four were in the party coming 
out one of whom was a woman, and 
she was a plucky little -wonvan too, 
from "way back East." 


One -day. while nhe party was trot- 


ting along single file up the Yukon, the 
ice gave way under Mr. Helm and 
down into tie waiter he went. The cur- 
rent of the river was so strong that it 
was a hard battle, requiring self-con- 
trol and all the power of his arms to 
hang on to the ice about 'him and keep 
from being drawn under. One of the 
men rushed to his rescue, soon toad him 
drawn from the water and standing on 
the great ice field with drenched cloth- 
ing and freezing body. 
Mr. Helm grabbed an ax and ran to- 


the banks of the stream, where there 
was heavy pine timber. Wihlle the rest 
of the party were buil<iing up a big 
fire, unpacking, and getting out dry 
clothing Mr. Helm chopped into trees 
with all the energy he possessed to 
keep from freezing. Inside of two mto- 
utes his heavy fur clothing waa frozen 
stiff. He could barely amove. The men 
carried him to the fire and began the 
thawing out process. Then toe wo- 
man, 
the wife of She man who came 


to Mr. Helm's rescue, exhibited her 
womanly sense. She had taken from 
the pack a heavy, coarse towel and as 
the wet and frozen garments were re- 
moved she rubbed his body with all 
the strength of her small arms. One 
shoulder, one hip, both feet and both 
tends jwere frozen. All of the frosted; 
^arts were thawed out with snow ex-' 
cent the feet, which were neglected un- 
til it was found that the fire 'had 
drawn the frost from them. They be- 
came swollen, bursted in places and 
were 
extremely 
painful. 
Trotting 


along the ice Mr. Helm would frequent- 
ly stumble over some block of frozen 
mow until his feet became running 
sores from the bruises. The distance 
was finally traversed, however, in a 
time so short that it seems barely 
ireditable. 


Mr Helm says that no one should go 


into the Klondike who is not in the 
best physical condition. The slightest 
defect will come out 
Mr. Helm had 
lis foot cut when a boy. Since then 
le has never thought of it. In Alaska 
ils foot became very sore and on ex- 
amination he found Chat the old scar 
ia<r become very much inflamed and 
continued sore during the time that he 
was in the North. Hundreds are dying

Hawaiian Islands.' I suppose that this 
question is largely prompted bj ;he 
fact that soon after the overturning 
of the late government of the queen 
I investigated that transaction and was 
satisfied that there had been such an 
unjustifiable interference in aid of that 
movement, on the part of representa- 
tives of the government of the United 
States in its diplomatic and na\al ser- 
vice, as to call for correction, not onl> 
to rectify what seemed to be a wrong 
done to others, but also through that 
rectification to ward off what appeared 
to be a danger to American honor and 
probity.

case the new go\ernment is o'earlv

In fact, Mr. Pelletreau was 
rather pained to note that among mo- 
dern New Yorkers come of the very 
respectable people of otiher days of the 
city are not so well remembered as the 
pirate Captain who dwelt among them 
As an instance, he cited an experience 
at the time the statute of Recorder 
John "Watts was iput up in Trinity 
churchyard. Of five young fellows who 
stood looking on, all of whom pre- 
sumably -had had the benefits of 
common sdhool education in the city 
three w*hen asked who John Watts 
was answered: "You've got me;" one 
said that he was the hymn writer, and 
another that he invented the steam 
engine. "Any of these would have been 
able to tell who Capt. Kidd was," said 
Mr. PeHetreau. The incident may have 
suggested itself through the connec- 
tion of the name of Gen. IDe Puyster 
who erected the statue, with the his- 
tory of Capt. Kidd's New York resi- 
dence.

Captain had, Mr. Pelletreau said. Capt 
Kidd lived at what is now 56 Wall 
street, and although nearly all the lots 
o* that neighborhood have undergone 
changes in the last two centuries, that 
tot remains as it was laid out at the 
time Kidd lived on it. It seemed a hit 
curious, with all the stories of Kidd's 
wealth in mind, to hear the speaker 
say that Capt. .William Kidd never 
bought a lot, never Iruilt a house and 
never owned one. Kidd came into his 
Wall street house toy marriage. After 
the meed for the wall which gave Wall 
street its name had disappeared the 
property on the north side of the street 
waa bought in part on speculation. In 
1689 George Brown, maltster, sold a 
lot there to William Cox for £60. Cox 
was drowned in August of that year 
off Staten Island, and in 1691 his widow 
married Capt. 'Kidd. 
Mr. Pelletreau 


said that the only person who seems 
to have said a good word for Capt. 
Kidd *fcat has come down'to us was 
a brother-in-law, Samuel Bradley, who 
praised him in a will which he made 
in 1693. 


Bradley, however, outlived Kidd. Cox 


•had left bis property in such shape 
that his wife inherited the Wall street 
bouse. -She did not, Mr. Pelletreau 
said, from the evidence that is attain- 
able, lose any social standing -by mar- 
rying Kidd. Col. De 'Puyster owned 
the property all along William street 
near Wall and the grounds were known 
as De Puyster's Gardens. The land re- 
mained In the De Puyster family many 
years. There were plenty of neighbors 
on the east, along Pearl street. The 
Kidds held property in the neighbor- 
hood ot 27 Pine street, and some au- 
thorities aay that it was the Captain's 
intention to build on those lots, but 
on July 3, 1693, he and ihis wife sold 
them to Capt Thomas Clark, who, in 
February, 1695, sold them at a good 
profit In 1693 the Kldds sold some 
land to (Robert Livingston, who built 
two houses on it He lived until 1728. 
Another important neighbor of Kidd 
was Jamea Graham, an Alderman, who 
one night was stabbed with a sword 
by Capt James Barter. 
Many -wit- 


nesses were examined, but they prov- 
ed ea blind as the proverhial bat. They 
all knew that the Alderman had been 
stabbed and that the Captain had had 
something to say to him privately, 
but nan* SAW the thrust. Dierck Van- 
der Cliff, proprietor of the well-known 
house of entertainment on the north 
side of Maiden lane, near GoW street, 
was one of the Wind witness** The! 
gentlemen had been drinking wine and 
cider el bis place. 


Kidd came to *»i« end on Mar 12. 


1701, when tie trae hanged in England. 
His wife soon afterward married agaJrj 
and outlived her third husband. Mr. 
P^lletreaa said tbat Capt. Kidd, as he 


Tfce truth was," lie continued, "Hat ta 
England at tbat time the law* were 
barbarous and the administration of 
them -more so. If a man was charged 
with felony there waa little chance 
for him to escape; there were no 
courts of appeal, and if lie was tried 
and condemned one day of a week 
toe following Friday saw him bang- 
ed." 


Mr. PeHetreau suggested that among 


all the memorial tablets which were 
being put up, one might appropriately 
be erected on the site of Capt. Kidd's 
Wall street house, with an inscription 
saying that there (had lived the pirat 
Capt Kidd, who broke God's laws as 
be sailed, and who, had be kept them 
would have been happier, but less fa 
mous. 


An elderly member of the society 


said that he remembered as a -boy nav 
ing seen people searching for Capt 
Kidd's treasure up tihe North River 
although it was a fact that after Kidd 
recruited bis pirate crew here he nevei 
in this life came nearer to the city 
again than Oyater (Bay. There were 
lots of reputable people in New York 
in those days, this member said, who 
were making money by collusion with 
other pirates. (Kidd, he said, was one 
of the most unfortunate of pirates.

For this rea 
son the extension of United States im 
migration restrictions to Hawaii is 
held to be of first importance. A simi 
lar view is taken as to extending the 
United States customs and revenue 
laws to the islands. The latter erten 
sion is effected by a special bill, whie] 
has already passed the House and i 
pending in the Senate. There is a 
growing disposition among those in 
terested in the legislation to secure 
the passage of the ibiH as a whole very 
soon, and in the event that this is no 
practicable, to secure the enactmen 
of such special features as are most 
pressing.

I Shall never forget the feeling I bad 


when one of my neighbors said, at the 
beginning of the season: "Oh, well, 
there are not many days When you 
cannot drive into town in «he middle ot 
tlhe day for the mail." I did not un- 
derstand her, or scarcely JBelieve her, 
but I do now. I also know of several 
olfcer families who have regularly pre- 
pared for the mosquito season 'by lay- 
hug in a stock of eewing and reading, 
and who announced, when the season 
began, that they did not intend to go 
out or to receive until it was over; so 
that practically all social life is at a 
standstill, invitations usually ended 
witii "weather and mosquitoes permit- 
ting." The moonlight nights in this 
little corner of the earth are glorious, 
but we lave only been' able to enjoy 
them from our front piazza steps once 
in nearly two months, and then only 
for a brief 'half hour, -while a strong sea 
breeze swept in over'the bay; at the 
same time, friends Jiving a mile away 
have sat out on the piazza, "every 
evening for a while." 


I am writing of life on the coast of 


Florida, more Chan 300 miles south of 
St. Augustine, and of a part of the 
country that, in spite of mosquitoes, 
has a wonderful future 'before it, and 
is already the great truck garden sec- 
tion of the state for early vegetables 
and tropical fruit, as 'well as a most 
delightful iwinter resort and fishing 
and hunting country. 


Jsuung now at my front door, be- 


hind a screen of the finest wire work, 
I can look out on to one of the most 
beautiful of landscapes, the blue wa- 
ters of the ibay rippling in the sun- 
shine, the long leaves or 'branches of 
the cocoanut trees bending and sway- 
ing with a pleasant rustling, while the 
crimson blossoms of the hibiscus 
"bushes are nodding good-naturedly 
over the gray stones of the wall at 
the mocking bird playing hide-and 
seek among the ginger plants; and just 
beyond the wall, on the pafli leading 
up from the waiter, and bordered on 
both sides by banana trees, there comes 
a man, who has Just landed at the 
wharf with a string of sea trout for 
me; he wears a frame over his head 
covered-with mosquito netting, and, as 
they ea-y here, is "batting himself 
with a green branch that I saw him 
break from my favorite guava tree 
Of course I shall buy tlhe fish, -which 
will cost a mere trifle, but it will take 
at least ten minutes to clear the kit 
chen of mosquitoes tlhat will come in 
with the sea beauties; for, as my fish- 
erman says, "they are very bad this 
morning " 


If he were a visitor he would have 


to brush or be brushed off before lie 
could enter with the palmetto brush 
that takes the place of the front door 
bell during mosquito time; for the 
brushing operation is a noisy one 
All out-of-door work must be attended 
to in the middle of the day, when the 
mosquitoes are less troublesome.
